DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7 and 9-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, lines 11-13, "substantially none of said vibration damping medium is 
located in use between said securing plate and said housing" is confusing. Form 
lines 6-10, it is understood that the "damping medium is retained between said 
flexible member and said housing. And the securing plate clamps the flexible. 
That is, the damping medium disposed between the flexible member is also 
disposed between the securing plate and the housing, lines 11-13 of the claim 
contradicts with the facts stated in lines 6-10 of the claim. 
Note similar errors in claims 6, 9, 12, 13 and 15. 

In claim 2, line 8, it cannot be understood structurally how one flexible sheet is 
capable of defining a chamber. 

In claim 4, "at least one said securing plate forms part of said housing" is 
confusing. In claim 2, the housing and the securing are defined as two separate 
elements, claim 4 fails to further limit the subject matter of independent claim 2. 
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Claim 5 is confusing in view of claim 2. From claim 2 it is understood that the 
securing plate is to retain the damping medium and the damping medium is not 
positively claimed. However, in claim 5 the damping medium appears to be 
positively introduced. It is uncertain whether applicant attempts to claim the 
invention with the medium or without the medium. 

In claim 10, "four said chambers" contradicts with "two chambers" in claim 9. 
claim 10 fails to further limit the subject matter of claim 9. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -7 and 9-1 5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed Aug. 8, 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The rejection under 35 USC 112 second paragraph has not been 
overcome. See rejection above.
